Everything went all right till about aayon 
o'clock, when another attack was made 
upon tho Europeans on board. The Japs 
wore armed with knives,- iron crowbar, 
belaying pins ; some were naked, others 


They burst in tho doors, of the enginsers' 
berths, seized them, dmgged them out on 
eck, and bashed them shout, There were 
so many- Japs that the Europeans were com- 
pletely helpless, Wo watched them through 

-port-holes' of our cabins; -end-wondored 
when our turn would como. . Tho chief ond 
third ongineers were badly mauled. The 
Japs then wont forward to thoir own quar- 
-ters. " After tiffin I was standing apeaking 
to tho second and fifth or sixth engineera 
when I was set upon by one Jap. I 
tried to go to my berth whilst the 
engineers held him. He broke away and I
